HE Tok, now in hand, cortains the Chore and Side-Ifſes , Eaſtward from the Dome or Steeple ; The Dome ; Croſs-Iſl:s ; South and North-Portico's : And part of the 

Body of the Church Weſtward : All which extend in length, from Eaſt to Weſt, 425 Feee. The Chore and Side-Ifles, and Pvdy of the Church, in Breadth, from North to 
South, 121 Feet; And the Dome, with the Croſs-Iſles and: Portico's, 310 Feet, The Dome being 108 Feet in Diameter- within the Walls. Under all which are fair, large and 
ſtately Vaults, being 18 Feet and + high from the Floor to the Crown of the Arch; InLength, from Eaſt co Weſt within the Walls, 310 Feet, in Breadth I07 Feet, and in Breadth 
under the Dom? and Croſs Ifles, 236 Feet. The Fonndation of the Fabrick being 22 Feet deep below the Surface of the Chirch-Yarg, and in many places 35 Feet deep: And 
the Fabrick above-Ground ( viz. the Steeple, Croſs-Ifles, Veſtry*s, Portico's, and the Chore to the Eaft-end ) are 56 Feet high. - So that the whole Height of the {aid Building, from 
the firſt Foundation to the uppermoſt part, is 78 Feet high, and in ſome Places, 9x Feet high. That Part of the Building, Weftward from the Domes, is 34 Feet above the Ground 
of the Church-Yard, the inſide Pillars excepted, which are brought up to the Floor of the Body of the Church. 


The Syace of G20und, upon which the Legs of the Steeple and the Dome it ſelf do ſtand, contains half an Acre, half a Quarter of an Acre, and almoft 4 Perches : The 
Steeple ſtanding upon 8 ſinaller Legs or Pillars, and 4 greater ones; in one of which great ones 1s a very large Pair of Stairs, and within the other 3 are fair and ſtately Veſtry*s ; 
And every one of the greater Pillars ttand upon 1360 Feet of Ground ſuperficial Meaſure, and every one of the leſſer ones upon 380 Feet : The Croſs-Ifles, a Quarter of an Acre 
wanting one Rod ; The Portico's, that is the North and South Porct's, Entrance into the Church, half a Quarter of an Acre, and 7 Perches ; And the Space of Ground, upon which 
the Foundation of the new Fabrick now ſtands, and fo far as they are now laid, contain very near 2 Acres. 


I Ince the Beginning of this new Fabrick there hath been brought into the Stores of the Church 2 ooooTuns of Portlayd and other Stones; 17500 Hundred's of Lime, and upwards,each Hundred 
4 containing 25 Buſhels ; 12000 Tuns of Sand,beſides three times the quantity of old Sand fifted out of the Rubbiſh; 15000 Loads of Bricks, and upwards; 2000 Loads of Timber,Boards and 
Balks, and upwards; 700 Maſts, great and ſmall, and upwards; 240 Hundred-Weights of Ropes, and upwards ; 990 Hundred-Weights of Nails. 


There have been carried away 47000 Loads of Rubbiſh, and upwards; and old Foundation-Walls hew*d up, ( which Work was, for the moſt part, more troubleſom and painful, than Digging 
in the Quarry) 1550 Cubical Yards, and upwards,
